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JAMES GILBERT AND SARAH FAIRN PURDY 
AND THEIR DESCENDANTS : - 


JAMES GILBERT PURDY /[Sosa-Stradonitz #20, Dinn genealogy], the third child of 
Isaac Ditmars Purdy [#40] and Sarah Ann Vroom [#41], was born at Clements, 
Nova Scotia, on Saturday, 5 May 1832. According to baptismal records of his 


children from Old St. Edward's Church,..Clements, currently in the Public -----—___- ---- 


Archives of Nova Scotia (ref. D.G. Banks letter 12/12/1992), he was a farmer 
at least from 20 May 1858 to 22 April 1866. Sometime between then and 8 May 
1868, he became a "mariner." Around 1870, he was stricken with yellow fever 
(in the same epidemic that killed his brother George), at which time his wife 
convinced him to give up sailing and turn to boatbuilding. He lived in Nova 
Scotia until about 1870 [his daughter Annie was the last child to be baptized 
at Old St. Edward's; Harry was baptized elsewhere, perhaps in New Brunswick - 
ref. D.G. Banks 12/19/1992], at which time he moved to Carleton, New Bruns- 
wick, now West St. John. [According to Geoff Hoyt, in a letter dated 2 March 
1995, his grandmother Mary (James's eldest daughter) and her husband, A.A. 
Hoyt, both lived in New Brunswick at the time of their marriage in September 
1872, but James was included in a list of residents of Bridgetown, NS, in the 
same time period. The possibility is that he lived in Bridgetown, where A.A. 
Hoyt was one of his employees, for a time in the early 1870s, but then they 
all moved to New Brunswick.] He ran a shipyard in Carleton, and he and his 
sons also built a church and a school there (ref: CCP p. 1052). The only 
Church of England minister they could afford for their church was a very old 
gentleman who came once a month; during the winters, the Purdy boys had to 
haul him across the frozen river on a hand sleigh. While at Carleton, the 
Purdys experimented with building catamarans that drew only six inches of 
water, could stop or turn within their own lengths, and were impossible to 
capsize. During the slump that hit the boatbuilding trade in the Maritimes 
during the 1870s and 1880s he began to seek other opportunities. He moved to 
the New York City area, apparently in 1885 (ref. data provided in letter from 
D.G. Banks 25 November 1992), where he built coal barges. There is some 
question as to where he and his family lived and when - what is known is as 
follows: their daughter Annie was married at their home in the Bronx in 1887; 
their son Gil was married in South Brooklyn in 1892 but his wife was buried in 
Nyack in 1893; their granddaughter Carrie Gardner was born at their home in 
Nyack in 1897; and their address as of the 1900 U.S. Census was 306 South 
Broadway, Yonkers. (NOTE - Mary Hardwick Favareau, his granddaughter, believes 
that he lived in Brooklyn between Nyack and Yonkers, while CCP p. 1052 gives 
the order as Brooklyn, Nyack, Yonkers. The dates given above support CCP, with 
the addition of the Bronx at the beginning.) While in Nyack and Yonkers, he 
was employed by the Charles L. Seabury Company [which later merged with the 
Gas Engine and Power Company to form Consolidated Shipbuilding of Morris 
Heights], designing and building private steam yachts. James had deformed 
hands which could not be opened from a clawlike position, yet he was regarded 
as an excellent draftsman. He died at 84 Ludlow Street, Yonkers (an apartment 
house where he and his wife were living with their daughter Lurana and her 
family), on Wednesday, 1 January 1913, and was buried at Oak Hill Cemetery, 
Nyack, ofa4 January (ref: transcript of cemetery records). He married on 
Thursday, September 1855 Sarah Fairn [#21] (born in Nova Scotia on Monday, 
29 October 1832 - as shown in the Vroom MS genealogy and her death certifi- 
cate; the 1900 U.S. Census says May 1833 ~- youngest child of William Fairn 
[#42] and Mary Berteaux [#43]; she is reputed to have been a descendant 
through her maternal grandmother of Kenneth MacAlpin, first King of Scotland, 
King Arthur the Great of England, Hugh Capet, King of the West Franks, Rollo, 
Duke of Normandy, and Henry the Fowler, Duke of Saxony, and a distant relative 
[8th cousin, 3 times removed] of President George Washington; she died at 
11:30 PM on Tuesday, 5 October 1915, at 84 Ludlow Street of "acute pulmonary 
aedema” and was buried at Oak Hill Cemetery on 8 October; ref: death certifi- 
cate and cemetery records). James and Sarah celebrated their Golden Anniversa- 
ry on Wednesday, 27 September 1905, in the shipyard loft at Morris Heights - 
the only place big enough to hold their 60-odd living descendants (the 
aforementioned Vroom manuscript genealogy was a gift to them on that occa- 
sion). They had issue:

Included in this 
index are: 1) first and last name of deceased; 2) date of birth and date of 
death; fathers and mothers name; and book number and page where 
information can be found. All information is included that was available in 
the record. You will find several different spellings of the same name, I left 
them like that so you could see the possible ways to hunt your ancestor. 
Some of the records may be misspelled because I could not read the writing 
on the record or if the record itself was misspelled .
